We  found  this  very  desirable  plant  several  years  ago  in  an  old  garden  where  it 
had  been  growing  for  years.  The  little  old  lady  who  owned  the  garden  said  it  had  been 
brought  there  by  her  grandmother  from  Europe.  After  a diligent  search  in  the 
horticultural  world,  we  were  unable  to  locate  it  any  other  place  in  the  country  so  we 
have  produced  our  stock  from  three  small  plants  secured  from  this  old  garden.
